TIPS FOR 'TEENS

Hi Gang! So many of you write to 
me asking how to “get into the 
movies.” Today I have a few valuable 
suggestions for you directly from 
Jessica Landau, Universal-Internation- 
al’s “talent scout” in New York City. 

Mrs. Landau reminded me that only 
occasionally does a young man or 
woman come along and immediately 
“click.” “There’s something indefin- 
able — a spark — like electricity 
vibrating — that tells me THIS IS 
IT!” Mrs. Landau explained. “When 
this happens I take a chance and send 
the individual to the coast. Whether 
a performer is born with this spark 
or whether it is developed with 
experience I don’t know. 

To further explain that “spark,” 
Mrs. Landau cited the case of Tony 
Curtis. He came into her New York 
office with a group of other actors to 
read for a part. Each actor had had 
experience in the theatre but To-ny 
stood out like a bright candle on a 
birthday cake and before that day 
was over — Mr. Curtis was on his 
way to Hollywood. 

I asked Mrs. Landau about aspiring 
actors and actresses out of New York 

— in small towns like Trafford, 
Pennsylvania where a 24 year old 
actor feels he doesn’t have a chance. 
He asked me if he should come to 
New York — I in turn asked Mrs. 
Landau. “DON’T go to Hollywood or 
New York,” said Mrs. Landau, “be- 
fore you acquire experience. Both 
cities are full of people who think be- 
ing on the spot will facilitate their 
chances of getting into pictures. 
Stay at home and work in Little 
Theatre groups, university produc- 
tions, television, summer stock, 
amateur companies — any organiza- 
tion that will give the individual a 
background. Experience — experience 

— experience — I can’t emphasize it 
too vehemently. Some of our greatest 
stars, despite their stature, still con- 
tinue to work in summer stock and 
other theatrical fields in order to 
maintain and improve the level of 
their work. After experience, I’d place 
perseverance. There are many dark 
days and weeks and months before 
the newcomer finally gets his chance. 
But if the hopeful really wants to 
make the grade nothing will stop him 
or her!”
